In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An intewiew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing: 
All business v^ith the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or In an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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The examiner stated that 1) substitution of "flushing fluid" with "flushing liquid" and 2) 
deletion of "small" in the recited expression "small tank" would overcome the §112 2"^" 
paragraph and §1 12 first parag. (enablement) rejections of record. Further, although 
not necessary to overcome the aforementioned §112 rejections, applicant may - if 
desired - limit the tank systems to tank volumes "less than approximately around 120 
gallons" and that such language was adequately supported, i.e., would not be new 
matter or rejected under §112, first parag., description, in light of at least page 2 lines 8 
- 10. The examiner also stated that "flushing liquid" was also adequately supported 
albeit apparently not ipsis verbis support because in this art, the skilled artisan would 
have understood applicant's use of the term "flushing fluid" to be tantamount to "flushing 
liquid" notwithstanding the recognition by English speakers generally and artisans in this 
and other fields of endeavor that the term "fluid" can be used by some to refer to a gas, 
a-gasor liquid, or - as in this case - a liquid. 

The examiner agreed to review Tobey for disclosure or suggestion of a recirculation 
type system before taking further action.
